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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Duncan does not 
suggest the use of any instantaneous property of the display in the image transformation process. The examiner respectfully disagrees 
since "an image transformation process" was not claimed. The Applicant also argues that Duncan does not disclose "determining 

parameters for ...at least partly an instantaneous property of the display....". The Examiner disagrees to the Applicant's arguement. 

Duncan clearly teaches determining parameters for an image porcessing method at least partly on the basis of an instantaneous property 
of the display and the property of the digital image. Duncan teaches an image transformation processor (ITP) (fig. 4(260)) comprises a 
programmable addressing block (fig. 4(410)) and a programmable arithmatic block (fig. 4(450)). The arithmetic block (fig. 4(450)) 
performs Laplacian filter operation to identify a sharp edge in the image (col. 23, lines 11-15). Duncan discloses a method to improve the 
quality of image using digital signal processor (fig. 4(260), ITP) for processing image information, (col. 2, lines 8-26, col. 4, lines 11-18). 
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
